Notice To Importers No. 122 

The Board of Trade announce that, by arrangement 
with the Ministry of Food, the existing Open General 
Licence for certain goods has been amended so that 
separate licences are required, as from 7 April 1941, 
for the importation of :— 

(1) Fresh Salmon consigned from any country. 

(2) Fresh and frozen Salmon consigned from Eire. 

(3) Wines and Spirits consigned from Eire.

LIMITATION OF SUPPLIES 
(WOVEN TEXTILES) (NO. 7) ORDER * 
SHIRTS AND WOMEN’S VOLUNTARY SERVICES 
AND NURSES’ UNIFORMS 
The Board of Trade have issued a General Licence 
(S.R. & O. 1941, No. 460, price 1d.) under the Limitation 
of Supplies (Woven Textiles) Order which enables more 
nurses’ uniforms and shirts to be made up in Northern 
Ireland where there is a certain amount of labour that 
can be spared for this work. The Board have now 
extended the arrangement to cotton, rayon or wool 
uniforms for the Women’s Voluntary Services for 
Civil Defence. Any such uniforms certified by the 
Ministry of Commerce of Northern Ireland to have been 
made up in Northern Ireland may be supplied by any 

registered person outside his quota. 
NEW QUOTAS UNDER LIMITATION OF 
SUPPLIES (MISCELLANEOUS) ORDER 

There will be larger quotas beginning next June for 
razor blades, for buckets, kettles and saucepans made 
of tinplate or blackplate and for fibre suitcases. These 
concessions are contained in a Board of Trade announce- 
ment covering the next restriction period under the 
Limitation of Supplies (Miscellaneous) Order. As from 
1 June the effective quota for razor blades and for 
buckets, kettles and saucepans made of tinplate or 
blackplate will be raised from 25 per cent. to 50 per cent., 
and in view of the great demand for cheap suitcases, 
especially among the evacuees from bombed areas, 
the effective quota for fibre suitcases and attaché cases 
from 33} per cent. to 50 per cent. 

All other quotas remain the same with the following 
exceptions. 

Because of the restricted supply of materials for 
covering and filling mattresses, bolsters, pillows, 
cushions, down quilts, etc., the quota for these goods is 
being reduced from 663 per cent. to 50 per cent. ; but 
this will not affect the supplies of mattresses in bombed 
areas where, to meet the needs of the homeless, Local 
Authorities can obtain supplies free of restriction. 

In view of the demand for labour the quota for 
pottery is being reduced from 50 per cent. to 40 per cent. 
The effective quota for glassware is also being reduced 
from 334 per cent. to 26% per cent. 

The new quota for all kinds of floor coverings will be 
reduced from 50 per cent. to 334 per cent., which is the 
present effective quota for wool carpets. 

These changes have been dictated by considerations of 
the supplies of labour and raw materials but, in main- 
taining the greatest degree of flexibility in the administra- 
tion of the Limitation of Supplies Orders, the more 
urgent demands of consumers for particular articles 
have been, and will be, met wherever possible. _

BRITISH STANDARDS SPECIFICATIONS 


MAINS-OPERATED APPARATUS FOR RADIO, 
ACOUSTIC AND VISUAL REPRODUCTION 
(SAFETY REQUIREMENTS) 


The British Standards Institution has recently issued 
a revision of the above specification. This revision was 
undertaken chiefly as a result of the circulation, by 
the International Electrotechnical Commission, of a 
draft international Specification for safety requirements 
for mains-operated radio apparatus. 

The present revision has incorporated as much of the material 
of that draft as has proved acceptable to the interests in this 
country. 

The scope of the British specification is wider than that of 
the LE.C. draft, for it includes television and public address 
equipment, but it can be said that the present issue of B.S. 415 
differs little in principle from the I.E.C. proposals, so that when 
circumstances permit of the completion of the international 
draft, the British Standard will be found to be in line on all 
fundamental questions, though differing in some important 
details. 

The general plan of the specification follows the lines of the 
previous edition, except that Section 4 has been directed more 
specifically to the design features of the apparatus than to its 
actual construction. A new Section, No. 7, has been added, 
dealing with the installation of the apparatus.

EARTHING CLAMPS AND CLIPS 

In 1938 the Institution of Civil Engineers issued some 
Regulations for Earthing Electrical Installations to 
Metal Water-pipes and Water-mains, these regulations 
having been drafted under the auspices of that Institu- 
tion as the result of agreements arrived at between 
representatives of Water and Electrical Interests. 

Clause 3 of these regulations prescribes that every earth- 
connecting device to a water-main or water-pipe shall be of an 
approved design such as to ensure an efficient electrical con- 
nection. The Committee which drafted the regulations requested 
the British Standards Institution to draw up a specification 
which could be taken as a basis for the approval of earth- 
connected devices. 

This request has resulted in the issue of B.S. 951, Earthing 
Clamps for Use on Metal Pipes of Internal Diameter up to 
3 inches. The specification is based on performance rather 
than on mechanical design, but certain mechanical] features of 
construction are laid down. For instance, the connection of the 
earthing lead to the clamp must not be made by means of the 
screw or screws which are themselves used for tightening the 
clamp to the pipe. A range of sizes has been standardised and 
tests for electrical resistance and for torque are prescribed. In 
an appendix some notes are given on the relation between the 
internal and external diameters of copper, iron or lead water- 
pipes and steel or copper electrical conduit; from these notes 
the appropriate size of earthing clamp for use on any particular 
pipe can be ascertained.

MATERIALS FOR HORIZONTAL CLASSIFICATION 
FOR BITUMINOUS DAMP PROOF COURSES 
This specification, which was first issued in July 1937, 

has now been revised in the light of experience gained in 
its use. The chief alterations are a reduction in the 
minimum thickness of copper damp-proof courses and 
a rearrangement of the clauses referring to the 
impregnating and coating materials used in the manu- 
facture of bituminous damp-proof courses with hessian 
base. The maximum amount of inert material admis- 
sible is not now stated, but the properties of the material 
are more exactly specified.

LEASE AND LEND ACT AND OUR EXPORT 
POLICY 


In the House of Commons on 3 April, Mr. Pickthorn asked 
the President of the Board of Trade if he could make any state- 
ment about the effect on the United Kingdom export policy of 
the Lease and Lend Act. 

Mr. Oliver Lyttelton replied ‘‘ Yes, Sir. This country needs 
more and more supplies of every kind from the United States. 
His Majesty’s Government are grateful for the ungrudging aid 
which they have already received and are fortified by the assurance 
which the Lend-Lease Act provides for continued supplies of 
essential goods. Our need for dollars, however, remains very 
great, and anything which adds to our dollar earnings is a 
contribution of first rate importance to our cause. That is one 
reason why His Majesty’s Government still regard it as a necessity 
for this country to maintain and extend its exports to the United 
States, and continue to give every assistance to that trade. 
The extent to which this purpose can be achieved, of course 
depends largely on the response of buyers in the United States, 
and I trust that they will continue to ask for our products. 
Experience will, I think, have demonstrated to them our ability 
to produce and deliver the goods and to maintain their traditional 
high quality.”

FAROE ISLANDS 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


H.M. Consul at Thorshavn reports, by telegraph, that in order 
to assist new import control regulations, United Kingdom 
exporters to the Faroe Islands should send invoices at the latest 
with the goods. At present many invoices arrive a considerable 
time afterwards, Licences are now required for goods imported 
into the Faroes. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


TARIFF CLASSIFICATION OF DRIED AND 
PEELED CHESTNUT KERNELS 

A United States Treasury Decision [T.D. 50326] published on 
13 February notifies that dried and peeled chestnut kernels 
are dutiable as prepared chestnuts at the rate of 124 cents per 
pound under paragraph 756 of the Tariff Act of 1930 as modified 
pursuant to the French Trade Agreement, rather than free of 
duty under paragraph 1646 as chestnuts not further advanced 
than crude, dried, or baked. As this ruling results in the assess- 
ment of duty on merchandise which previously has been admitted 
free of duty, it was to be applied only when such merchandise 
was entered for consumption or withdrawn from warehouse for 
consumption after 30 days after publication in the weekly 
Treasury Decisions. 


TRADE PRACTICE RULES FOR THE LINEN 
INDUSTRY 

The Board of Trade have received a copy of ‘‘ Trade Practice 
Rules for the Linen Industry ’’ promulgated on 1 February 1941 
by the United States Federal Trade Commission. 

The rules provide for proper identification and disclosure of 
the fibre content of articles or merchandise containing, or 
purporting to contain, linen in whole or in part and make 
provision inter alia for proper designations and descriptions to 
be used in marketing such merchandise in the United States. 

Trade practice rules promulgated by the Commission are 
applicable only to merchants who handle the goods in domestic 
commerce. Imported goods ‘are not subject to the rules on 
entering the Customs at the port of arrival, but it is understood 
that they are so subject when offered for sale after entry.

POSTAL SECTION 


AIR MAIL POSTCARD SERVICE TO H.M. FORCES 
IN MIDDLE EAST, EAST AFRICA AND MALTA 
AND H.M. SHIPS IN EASTERN 
MEDITERRANEAN 


The Postmaster-General announces that, in order to provide 
a means of communicating cheaply and quickly by air mail 
with members of H.M. Army and R.A.F. serving with the 
Middle East Force, the East Africa Force and in Malta, and with 
personnel of H.M. Ships (including vessels on Government 
Service whose address is C/o G.P.O. London) in the Eastern 
Mediterranean, a new air mail postcard service has, with the 
co-operation of the Service Departments and British Overseas 
Airways Corporation, been introduced. The air postcard rate 
for this new service to the destinations mentioned is 3d., and 
the postcards will be forwarded by air all the way to the respec- 
tive bases. 

In order to secure the most economical use of the aircraft 
space available, the new service is strictly limited to the trans- 
mission of thin postcards ; the ordinary thin postcard impressed 
with a 2d. stamp sold at Post Offices, or any other postcard of 
similar size and weight, is suitable. In the former case an 
additional 1d. stamp should be affixed to make up the postage 
to 3d., and in the latter case postage stamps to the value of 3d. 
should be affixed. A blue air mail label (obtainable free of 
charge at any Post Office) must be affixed in the top left-hand 
corner of the address part of the postcard, or alternatively the 
words ** By Air Mail’? may be written prominently in the same 
position. 

Norr.—The above service is also available to H.M. Forces 
in Greece, as forming part of the Middle East Force.

Owing to the limited aircraft accommodation available, it is 
not possible to forward air mail letters all the way by air, and 
such letters for these destinations prepaid at 1s. 3d. per half-ounce, 
will continue to be dispatched by sea to the continent of Africa 
for onward conveyance by air. The new postcard service will, 
therefore, be much quicker and much cheaper than the present 
air mail letter service. The object of the new service is to 
enable the Forces to receive speedy family news from home.

EXCHANGE CONTROL PAYMENT 
FOR EXPORTS 


ADDITIONAL PROVISIONS 

As exporters are aware, goods exported to most foreign 
countries and Canada must be accompanied by a form 
C.D.3, in which must be given particulars of the goods 
and of the way in which payment will be made for them. 
These requirements are based on Regulation 5B of the 
Defence (Finance) Regulations (Second Edn., 1 January 
1941, price 6d.), and are intended to ensure that the 
exports are paid for in such a way that their value is 
available to augment the foreign exchange resources of 
the country. 


Additicnal provisions have now been inserted in the 
Regulation by Order-in-Council made on 4 = April 
(S.R. & O. 1941, No. 474) under which exporters must 
not delay unreasonably the sale of goods which they 
hold abroad, nor sell them for less than their proper 
value, or for payment in a manner other than those 
prescribed for the purpose of the Regulation. Further- 
more, where goods have been lying abroad unsold for a 
certain period (normally six months) the Treasury may 
give directions to the owner to ensure that they are sold 
or may require them to be handed over to the Treasury’s 
nominee for disposal. 


These provisions apply to goods shipped from any 
country in the sterling area at any time and lying in the 
country abroad to which the Regulation applies, 
provided that they are under the control of a resident 
in the United Kingdom. 


Errect oF NEw PROVISIONS 


Their effect will be not only to penalise evasion 
attempted in pursuit of private benefit but to prevent 
any individual from diverting to his own ends foreign 
exchange resources essential to the national requirements. 
These powers are not directed, nor will they be used, 
against the genuine trader carrying on his normal 
business. The sale of goods or payment for them may 
be delayed by a variety of causes outside the exporter’s 
control, and so long as the delays are not of his own 
making he will not be imperilled by the Regulation. If 
he is in any doubt he should consult the Exchange 
Control through his own bank. Exporters will, however, 
appreciate the vital importance of securing payment for 
exports at the earliest possible date and avoiding un- 
necessarily long credit, so that the foreign exchange 
resulting from them may be available with the minimum 
of delay to pay for essential imports and services abroad.
